Church Dedication Symbol 
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E D IT O R IA L P A G E — T u e s d a y , N o v e m b e r 18, 1952 
Of Growing Spiritual Need 
WALTER LIPRMANN: 


On Sunday a new church wis dedicated for 
Marin countv. It was Peace Lutheran church, 
snuggled against a hillside at the entrance to 
Tamalpai* and Tennessee valleys. 
The architecture of the church is modern 
and unique. The purpose behind the church 
is nearly 2000 years old and is repeated a mil­ 
lion times around the world. 
Peace Lutheran is only one of a number of 
churches now under construction, planned or 
completed recently in Marin county. It is 
typical of an apparent resurgence of Christian 
beliefs since the end of Worm War II and as 
a result of the current Korear. battles. 
Into Marin ha%e come a number of young, 
hardworking ministers of the gospel, taking 
mcr the reins of older churches and establish­ 


ing new ones. The older ministers too have 
forged ahead with expanding congregations, 
realizing the necessity of growing with the 
spiritual growth of the communitv. 


Peace Lutheran is typical in manv respects. 
It is a new church with a new young pastor. 
Just two sears ago the first members of the 
congregation held their first worship services 
in public halls. Now they have their own house 
of worship. 


Handicapped by a lack of funds, the mem­ 
bers pitched in and not only gave financial aid, 
b u t physical help in the actual construction of 
the building itself. Work parties labored long 


and hard doing work to which many of them 
were not accustomed. 1 hey received ample re­ 
ward Sunday when the doors were swung open 
for the first time to allow a capacity crowd to 
fill the sanctuary at two dedicatory services. 
These workers find many others in num er­ 
ous denominations who have done and are 
doing the same thing. There arc new churches 
being built, additions erected and other im­ 
provements undertaken in a score or so church­ 
es of nearly as many creeds. 
There are accountants doing carpenter work 
and bus drivers laying concrete in projects 
from Novato to Sausalito. Faith is being ex­ 
pressed in a practical manner. 
Men w ho believe in the way of life of “peace 
on earth, good will to man” are doing some­ 
thing about it. 
We congratulate Peace Lutheran Church on 
its dedication. We welcome it into the Marin 
family of churches. 
* 
But more important we welcome it as a 
svmboi of the larger picture. The symbol of a 
people looking toward the fuller way of life 
as \et untried by mankind as a whole. The 
theory of life in which all men are brothers 
and can live together in peace and prosperity. 
To this church and to every other church 
building and growing with the spiritual side 
of Marin, we wish success. And may there be 
something symbolic in the name of the county’s 
newest church—Peace Church.

U was to be expected that school-conscious Cali­ 
fornians would vote passage of the public school 
propositions No. 2 and No. 24. at last week’s general 
election—-but the landslide proportions of the vie* 
iory reflects credit upon millions of voters tor their 
conscientious and careful study of ths uncommonly 
long ballot. 


The lim its of both measures could hardly be 
questioned by the thinking voter. The needs to be 
met—increased State aid to local districts, many of 
which are taxation-exhausted, through Proposition 
2, and bond issue funds for new school construction 
through Proposition 24—hid become serious to the 
point of crisis. 
Nevertheless, the risk Is always 
present that even the most worthwhile of proposals 
may lose because net enough voters comprehend 
them fully when they unfold the long and com­ 
plex ballot in the voting booth—particularly in the 
excitement and fervor of a presidential election 
year. 


The natural tendency of the voter who is un­ 
familiar with a ballot measure, or only partly under­ 
stands It, is to vote against it or to pass it up 
entirely. The twin school measures did have the 
greet advantage of state-wide endorsement by num-

Martini Quaffer Is Lone Person, 
His Milk Of Kindness Is Curdled 


IT IS NOW CERTAIN, it would 
seem, that no armistice can be 
negotiated at least until after Gen. 
Eisenhower has been to Korea and 
has had a chance to review the 
whole situation in the Par East, 
Mr. Vishinskys speech dashed the 
flickering hope which existed in 
some quarters, that Moscow and 
Peiping might decide that a cease 
fire was expedient. 
It should be no surprise to us 
that he has dashed those hopes. 
For many months now the Com­ 
munist 
propaganda 
has 
been 
marked by its concentration upon 
the United States, as distinguished 
from all other powers, of an im­ 
placable enmity. It was not likely, 
therefore, 
that the Communist 
powers would make things easy for 
the new president. Their propa­ 
ganda shows that they are quite 
well aware of how crucial for his 
whole administration is the futuro 
of the Korean War. 


THERE HAS, however, been a 
feature of the armistice negotia­ 
tions which has no obvious ex­ 
planation. It is this: why have our 
adversaries allowed the unsettled 
issues to be harrowed down to so 
small a question — namely, the 
repatriation of the Chinese, who 
are only a minority of all the 
prisoners of war? For a formula 
has been found, it would appear, 
to deal with the much larger num­ 
ber of Korean prisoners of war. 
It has been the narrowness of 
the unsettled issues in the armis­ 
tice which has kept alive the hope 
that a formula could be found. 
Why, if in fact China and the So­ 
viet Union do not want an armis­ 
tice, have they not used some of 
the larger political questions to 
stall the negotiations? For, as Mr. 
Eden showed in his admirable 
speech, the problem of the prison­ 
ers of war can easily be made 
soluble, without sacrificing prin­ 
ciple, honor, or mercy, if our ad­ 
versaries are interested in a solu­ 
tion of that problem. 


SINCE THE SOVIET oongress 
in October there has been little 
reason to think that they are in­ 
terested in a Korean armistice. 
The Korean peninsula is for the 
United States a strategic trap and 
we cannot expect to extricate our­ 
selves cheaply or easily from it. 
No one knows this better than 
Gen. Elsenhower, as we can see if 
we forget the stuff and nonsense 
that was spoken about Korea in the 
campaign and read the actual text 
, of the famous secret memorandum 
of September 26, 1247. This was 
the document which the president 
made public on November 2, just 
before election day — apparently 
without having the least under­ 
standing of what was in it. The 
memorandum was a statement of 
American strategic policy in re­ 
spect to Korea, agreed to when 
Gen. Eisenhower was a member of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. What the 


memorandum shows is that the 
manner in which we have com­ 
mitted ground forces in Korea is 
contrary to the strategic Interests 
of the United States. Gen. Eisen­ 
hower as president is now faced 
with the consequences of the viola­ 
tion of the policy which he rec­ 
ommended when he was one of 
the Chiefs of Staff. 


THIS MEMORANDUM of Sep­ 
tember, 1247 said that “the United 
States has little strategic interest 
in maintaining the present troops 
and bases in Korea’* because “in 
the event of hostilities in the Far 
East, our present forces in Korea 
would be a military liability and 
could not be maintained there 
without substantial reinforcements 
prior to the initiation of hostilities. 
Moreover, any offensive operation 
the United States might wish to 
conduct on the Asiatic continent 
most probably would by-pass the 
Korean peninsula.” 


This says that the Korean pen­ 
insula is not worth the cost of 
holding it in the event of a general 
war, and that, therefore, American 
forces in Korea are a military li­ 
ability since they would have to be 
supported in a place which is of 
“little strategic interest.” 
The memorandum goes on to 
consider the obvious point, name­ 
ly, that in a general war, the Ko­ 
rean peninsula would quickly be 
occupied by enemy forces and 
would be used to establish naval 
and air bases.. On this point, 
which bears directly on the ques­ 
tion of our having committed a 
large ground army In Korea, the 
Joint Chiefs said that to use Ko­ 
rea effectively in time of war 
“would require an enemy to main­ 
tain substantial air and naval 
forces in an area where they would 
be subject to neutralization by air 
action. Neutralization by air ac­ 
tion would be more feasible and 
less costly than large scale ground 
operations, 


WHEN WE ARE hying to read 
the minds of our adversaries, we 
must remember that even if they 
did not see the text of this secret 
memorandum, the substance of the 
military doctrine which it ex­ 
pounds has always been common 
knowledge. This means that in Ko­ 
rea we ire now involved in a mili­ 
tary operation, greater by far than 
any which was ever imagined in 
1247, which is contrary to the 
fundamental strategic policy of the 
United States. 
That, we must assume, is why 
Hr, Vishinsky is not likely to be 
helpful in making an armistice. 
It is why we can expect no end of 
the Korean War, barring a miracle, 
unless we and our allies can find 
a way, not now visible, of creating 
a different situation, of chanting 
importantly the existing align­ 
ment of fo rm and interests in the 
Far East.

NEW YORK MPMto the present 
reach for a better world now seems 
the o p p o r t u n e time for government 
to do something about the Martini.

So it’s possible to take a 
limit of 8 sprig, or 8 widgeon, or 
8 mixed birds, plus two sprig or 
two widgeon or one of each of the 
former making a total of 8.
